Supreme Court Matters. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—A distinguish- 
ed practitioner at the Supreme Court bar 
furnishes the following article : 

The act to revise and consolidate the 
statutes of the United States in force on 
the ist of December, 1873, was ap- 
proved on the 27th of June, 1874, and it 
repeals all acts of Congress passed prior 
to the first named date, any portion of 
which is embraced in any section of said 
revision; but the enactment of said re- 
vision is not to affect or repeal any act of 
Congress passed since the first day of 
December, 1873, and all acts passed since 
that date are to have full effect as if 
passed after the enactment of the revision, 
and so far as such acts vary from or con- 
flict with any provision contained in said 
revision, they are to have effect as subse- 
quent statutes, and as repealing any por- 
tion of the revision inconsistent there- 
with. 
The first practical muddle which this 
state of law has produced, arises in the 
bankrupt law, which occupies title 64, 
and covers one hundred and sixty-one 
sections of the book. During the same 
day on which the revised statute was ap- 
proved, Congress amended the bankrupt 
act of 1865. In many important respects 
the amendment called for the act of 1867, 
and not for corresponding sections in the 
revised Code, and the act of 1867, itself, 
is so transposed, if not changed, as to 
render it impossible for the courts to pro- 
ceed with safety till after the publication 
of the revised Code. 

Many other chapters present a similar 
difficulty. So it may be truly said that 
no one atin the law of the United 
States.
